1. THE EMBASSY SUPPORTS U.S. MISSION BERLIN S 
RECOMMENDATION THATTHE AIRCRAFT FOR CODEL O'NEILL 
LAND AT TEMPELHOF OR TEGEL IN WEST BERLIN RATHE THAN 
AT SCHOENEFEDL IN EAST GERMANY. FROM OUR VIEWPOOINT, 
LANDINGAT SCHOENEFELD( IN ADDITION TO CREATING DIFFICULT 
LOGISTICAL ARRANGEMENTS) WOJLD PROVIDE A HIGHLY UNDESIRABLE 
PRECEDENT FOR U.S. CONGRESSIONAL VISITORS WHO UNTIL 

NOW HAVE VISITED EAST BERLIN IN AN UNOFFICIAL AND 
PERSONAL CAPACITY. 

2. FROM OUR READING OF EAST GERMAN MOTIVES TOWARD 
CONGRESSIONAL VISITORS, IT IS DISTINCTLY POSSIBLE THAT 
GDR AUTHORITIES WOULD REQUEST " OFFICIAL" MEETINGS 
BETWEEN MEMBERS OF THE CODEL AND MEMBERS OF THE 
GDR'S VOLKSHAMMER, SHOULD THE O'NEILL PARTY DEPALNE 
HERE. WE WOULD LIKE TO AVOID THIS POSSIBILITY.GROVE
